A  part  of  the  family  of  the  Hulls  ullered  tlieir 
names  to  *'  Hill,"  whence  come  the  Hills  of  "  Court 
of  miL" 

The  Hulls  appear  to  have  spread  themselves  in 
various  parts  of  England,  and  a  branch  of  tlicm 
settled  in  Ireland.  I  have  not  been  able  to  trace 
them  farther  back  than  the  time  of  Edvrard  II.,  but 
if  the  name  was  originally  spelled  "  de  la  Hulle,"  it 
is  not  improbable  that  they  came  from  the  conti- 
I  f  uent,  perhaps  Normandy,  into  England.

Charles  Wager,  vtho  afterwards  became  Sir  .J 
Charles  "Wairer,  an  Admiral  in  the  British  Na-v ,  f 
and  privy  counsellor  to  Queen  Ann,  v>'as  bound  ap- 
prentice,  when  a  boy,  to  Captain  Hulk  It  w^is  I 
with  Captain  Hull  that  he  learned  that  naulicalr  } 
Bkill,  as  well  as  that  rigid  integrity  and  upri.a-ht/  ■ 
honor  which  has  made  his  name  deservedly  famous*   , 

It  is  related  of  young  Wager,  that  when  Capiai}i' 
Hull   said   to  him,  ^' Step  on  board,  Charles;  pe-:-' 
haps   thou  may  get  to  be  a  captain,  one  of  i!>uv3  v 
days  ;  he  replied,  with  much  spirit,  "If  I  do  .'-ot  ^- j 
get  to  be  an  admiral,  I  s)iall  be  disappointed." 

The  circumstance  of  running  his  master's  vessel  ■ 
over  a  privateer,  first  recommended  him  to  an  ad-  ■. 
Tantageous  place  in  the  British  navy.     The  facts  oi  '■ 
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'this  cncoimtcr,  as  iicor  as  I  Iiiivc  been  able  to  gatlior 
.tboDi,  avo  Uicse  :  tue  privateer  "^ras  a  small  scbooner 
'full  of  liicn,  and  v^'as  about-  boarding  the  sliip  of 
'  Captain  FIiuI,  ^vllOsc  religions  scruples  preYcnted 
liim  from  tabing  any  measures  of  a  hostile  nature. 
After  niucb  persuasioii  from  young  Y/ager,  who 
thought  *'  ho  could  get  rid  of  them,"  tlie  peaceable 
captain  rvjtircd  to  his  cabin,  and  gave  the  couimand 
of  bis  ship  to  his  apprentice.  Ilis  anxiety,  how- 
C'^^cr.  iiidiccd  him  to  look  out  from  the  companion" 
v/aY  cind  oa-^e  directions  to  tlie  boy,  wlio,  he  per- 
ceivGu,  designed  to  run  over  the  privateer,  saying 
to  i\im.  '^  Charles,  if  thee  intends  to  run  over  that 
schooner  J  thou  must  put  the  hebn  a  little  more  to 
the  starboard/'  The  ship  passed  directly  over  the 
schooner,  "whicli  instantly  sunk  with  every  soul  on 
board. 

When  Captain  Hull's  ship  arrived  at  London,  Wa- 
ger was  sent  for  and  offered  a  situation  in  the  Navy. 
lie  rose  steadily  and  attained  the  highest  honors 
of  his  situation.  The  Admiral,  in  after  life,  took 
every  occasion  to  show  his  respect  for  his  former 
master.  On  one  occasion,  when  the  admiral  was  in 
Newport,  Capt.  Hull  called  at  the  coffee-house  to  see 
his  former  apprentice,  and  seeing  a  Lieutenant, 
asked  him,  "  Where  is  Charles  V  at  which  the  Lieu- 
tenant was  offended  and  threatened  to  chastise 
the  old  Quaker  ''  for  his  insolence,  in  not  speaking 
more  respectfully  of  his  Admiral."  When  A7ager 
heard  of  it.  he  took  occasion  to  reprove  the  Lieu- 
i(mant  before  Captain  Hull,  saying,  "  Captain  Uullj 
sir,  is  my  honoured  master." 

In  order  to  express  his  grateful  remembrance  of 
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Captain  Ilvill.  tlie  Admiral  sent  Inm  annually  a  pipq' 
of  -wine..  Several  letters  informing  him  of  th^ 
SiiipD:i3nt  of  the  wine,  are  uovy  in  my  possession  f, 
and  so^ne  ollicrs  from  ofiiccrs  in  tlic  Navy,  vrlio  be- 
came acquru'nted  witli  Captain  HnlL  I  will  copy 
a  few  of  tlieu],  as  relics  of  tlio  past.  It  is  to  be  re- 
gretted that  the  letters  of  the  Admiral  to  Coptain 
Hull  have  been  lost.

Captain  John  IIull  died  at  his  house  on  Cannon!- 
cut  on  the  first  of  December,  1732.  His  wife  con- 
tinued to  reside  in'  the  same  mansion  until  her 
death.  She  was  buried  by  the  side  of  hci^  husband, 
in  the  Quaker  burial  ground  of  Cannonicut,  on  the 
2ith  of  October,  1734,  aged  about  75  years.  The 
record  of  the  Monthly  meeting  of  the  Society  of 
Friends  (or  Quakers)  says  :  "  She  was  born  in  Old 
England,  and  had  no  relation  in  this  country."' 

She  had  the  reputation  of  being  a  lady  of  great 
dignity  and  amiability  of  character,  readily  secur- 
ing the  respec'o  of  all  those  who  associated  with  her. 
It  was  said  by  one  of  the  officers,  who  were  in  the 
habit  of  visiting  Captain  Hull  when  their  ships 
I  were  at  Newport,  that  "  Mrs.  Hull  would  present  an 
I  orange  or  an  apple  with  more  politeness  and  obiig- 
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iiig   digri ty  ihan    most   others  would    prcseiiii-^  a 
crown.^^

"When  the  British  fook  possession  of  New  York, 
a  young  officer.  Count  Saint  Leger,  was  billeted 
.  at  the  house  of  Oliver  Hull.  The  billet  ordered

\  ^-ant,  vith  the  use  of  the  kitchen."  Mrs.  Hull  was

This  Jolm  Hull 
bad  eleven  children  by  his  first  wife,  aiid  seven  by 
his  second,  making  eighteen  children. 

[  In  early  life  he  was  a  silver  smith,  and  mender 
of  clocks  and  watches.  He  afterwards  joined  his 
father  in  the  druggist  business,  and  the  firm  was 
'•  Oliver  Hull  &  Son."  After  his  father's  death,  ho 
took  his   son-in-law,  Richard  M.  Bcwne,  into  part- 

\   nership,  and  the  firm  became  "  Hull  &  Bowne/' 

'  In  the  latter  part  of  his  life,  he  returned  from 
Ibitchess  County  to  the  city  of  New  York,  where  he 

I  (lied  August  11th,  1840,  at  his  house,  No.  50  Eighth 
ptreet.  lie  was  a  very  benevolent  and  just  man, 
and  had  nothing  to  reproach  himself  with  in  his 
hist  hours. 

His  early  thoughts  seemed  to  recur  to  him  in  his 
Oroams.  Awakening  '^um  a  slumber,  he  asked, 
''  Where  is  the  main  spring  ?  are  the  works  going  ?" 

;  He  was  conscious  till  the  last  moment,  and  seemed 
to  solicit  his  departure,  saying,  "I  do  not  wish  to 
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live  lonr^er  ;  0  take  me  !"      When  no  loDf>;cr  ab" 
to  articulate  lie  continued  to  Icok  around  on  lii 
famil;/  with  affection,  and  t^^o  or  rJ.irce  times  mo 
tioned  to  be  raised  up  in  bed.,  tliat  he  miglit  look 
around  upon  them.    He  expired  as  one  falls  into  a 
sfentle  slumber.    He  vras  lustTS  years  of  a:'0.  dy- 
incr  on  his  birth-dav. 

Thirteen  of  his  eicchteen  children  \70ro  livln;r  vJ> 
the  time  of  his  death.  Twelve,  -v^ith  his  ^  ifo  Amjy 
vrero  present  with  him.

/f'  WIiGii  Jolm  Hull  joined  Ms  father  in  tlic  druggist 
(business,  lie  had  moved  from Eeekman  street  to  146 
Pearl  itreet.  Hugh  Gain  lived  next  dooi',  148, 
and  published  a  newspaper.  He  pretended  to 
])e  a  tory,  but  as  his  family  and  that  of  Oliver  Hull 
^v-ercintimnte.  his  real  sentiments  were  "well  known 
to  Mr.  and  Mrs.  HulL  He  was  repeatedly  applied 
lo  to  print  counterfeit  cciitinental  money,  but  stead- 
ily refused  to  do  so. 

'?>rext  door  to  him,  150,  lived  ^'  old  Brown  John," 
a  drir^dst  and  doctore  On  the  north-east  corner  of 
Pearl  and  Wall  streets  Mr.  liivington,  the  Kiiig^s 
printer,  lived  snd  had  his  printing  office.  When 
tjie  Americans  entered  New  York,  he  took  down  the 
crownj  from  OTcr  his  door,  and  hid  it  in  his  cellar. 
A  giuird  was  phaced  before  his  door  and  that  of 
Hugh  Gain,  to  keep  off  the  mob.  The  crown  Vvdiich 
was  over  Rivington's  door,  is,  I  think,  preserved  in 
tliC  museum. 

An  old  nurse,  Mrs.  Brown,  once  lived  in  my  fam- 
ily, witli  whom  I  had  frequent  conversations  of  her 
early  recollections.  Of  one  of  these  pleasant  gos- 
sips, as  it  was  in  reference  to  my  relatives,  I  took 
notes.  It  gives  a  graphic  account  of  a  passage  in 
the  life  of  a  bashful  Quaker  uncle,  and  so  seems 
worth  recording.     It  is  nearly  in  her  own  words. 

"  I  was  present  at  your  folher's  wedding.  I  was 
acquainted  with  Miss  Avery  before  she  was  married. 
I  knew  her  very  well.  Your  father  married  out  of 
Meeting,  but  after  a  while  your  mother  joined  the 
Quakers.  I  knew  your  uncle  Josepb.  too.  He  was 
avci.-y  pretty-behaved,  bashful  young  man,  and  very 
handsome.    He  was  called  "  the  liandsome  Quaker,'' 
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We  YOiing  folks  all  thought  he  died  of  love.     Ii*c 

vas  very  fond  of  a  Miss  Yv  ilniot,  yo  see, — Jenny 

Wilmot,  and  slie  married   a  Doctor  Johnson,  of 

Newark,  New  Jersey.    Her  parents  were  against 

her  marrying  your  uncle,  ye  see,  because  they  ^vcre 

strong  Episcopalians,  and  he  \va3  a  Quaker.     Your 

uijclc  found  out  that  they  did  not  like  him,  fur  I'lr. 

Wilmot  made  some  disparaging    remarks  before 

him  ;  and  then  he  did  not  go  so  much  to  sec  Miss 

Wilmot;    and,  somehow,  Dr.  Johnson   stepped  in 

between  them.^~and  her  parents  liked  him,  for  he 

was  an  Episcopalian  like  them  selves.      But  la  I  she 

would  have  had  your  uncle  Joseph,  for  she  was  very 

fond  of  1dm.,  if  he  had  only  been  bold  and  persuaded 

her — but  your  uncle  was  very  bashful.     She  was 

engaged  to  Johnson  some  time  before  your  uncle's 

.  death,  which  your  uncle  know.      So  he  kind  of  fell 

away,  and  died  in  the  Fall  of  the  year  ;  and  we  all 

tliought  he  died  of  love.     JMiss  Wilmot  was  married 

to  Johnson  the  winter  after  }  Dur   uncle's  death.'

He  was  mar- 
ried to' Rebecca  Ann  Harriman,  daughter  of  0:-- 
lando  and  Anna  Harriman,  on  Wednesday  evening, 
12th  August,  1829.

If  this  little  memoir  has  been  of  any  mterest  to  my  relatives, 
my  ^vish  in  publishing  it,  is  satisfied.
